New Coal Rate Next 
Week for S. E. Missouri 


Increased freight rates on coal 
from Southern Illinois and 
Ken­ 
tucky fields 
to 
most points 
in 
Southeast Missouri will go into ef­ 
fect next Thursday in compliance 
with an order issued by the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission. Cape 
Girardeau and its 
immediate ter­ 
ritory, including 
Illmo, 
Fornfelt, 
Chaffee and Delta, are not includ­ 
ed in the new rates under this or­ 
der. 
The general increase 
over the 
territory, it was explained 
today 
by Lee Bagby, representative for 
firms in the district which 
have 
previously been involved 
in 
rate 
cases, will be from 15 to 26 cents 
per ton, depending on the locality. 
Increase for Sikeston 
An illustration of the 
applica­ 
tion of the new rates in this 
dis­ 
trict is seen in the new rates for 
different towns. At Lutesville and 
Sikeston the rate will be increased 
from $1.57 to $1.75 per ton. There
